Minister of Highways, in Cumberland. 
Hoji. William Chisholm. Leader of the 
Opposition, was returned in Antigoniah.

D G. Mackenzie 
and A. Terris, re-elected as-Conserva¬ 
tives in Cumberland, remain the only 
turvivors of the Parmer-Labor- group 
of eleven that formed the chief oppo¬ 
sition from 1920 to 1925.

Accidental Death is Verdict at 
Inquest on John Playfoot 


A verdict of accidental death was 
returned by a coroner’s Jury sitting to¬ 
day at the B.C. Funeral Parlor* In In¬ 
quest on the body of John IMsyfoot.

W J McArthur, driver of the car ! 
which passed over the boy. who 1 
stumbled In its path, was exonerated, 
after freely offering his evidence to the 
inquiry.

RAN INTO C Ut 

The evidence of all witnesses called 
before the Jury showed that the boy 
was grossing Johnson Street obliquely, 
half running and half walking, when, 
he stumbled In the path of a car 
slowly crossing the Intersection and 
entering Johnson Street. 

The driver of the car applied his 
brakes at once, but the front wheel of 
the vehicle passed slowly over the bov. 
who had fallen on his face on the 
street, and inflicted chest Injuries, 
which proved fatal. The car was stopped 
before the rear wheel had reached the I 
boy. who crawled to the curb There he 
collapsed. 

TELL OF ACCIDENT 

Herbert Baillte told of seeing the oc¬ 
currence and of helping to extricate 
the boy Harry Smith and George Cor¬ 
neas. other eye-witnesses at the scene, 
corroborated the clj-cumstances of the 
accident. 

Mr McArthur, the driver of the car. 
said he had Just driven slowly across 
the intersection, going west on Joint-' 
aon Street, when the boy appeared from 
his right anfl almost Immediately under 
the car. He applied the brakes at once, 
but the front wheel passed over th6 
boy. who had stumbled Witness was 
not certain If the oer struck the boy 
before he fell Or not. Other witnesses 
said the boy appeared to stumble in 
the path of the car. 

Dr Walter Bapty. who picked up the 
boy arid removed him to hoepital, 
described the Injuries which proved 
fatal 

A younger brother of the victim of 
the fatality Saw the accident from the 
curb, a few feet behind the jmlnt of 
Impact, but his evidence was waived 
when It was explained he was suffer¬ 
ing from shock.

defeat is rather amusing. He says it was the result 
of the over-confidence of his own supporters; they 
were so certain that his Government would *win the 
day with little trouble and with a majority sufficient 
for kll purposes that they did not turn out and vote 
as they should have done. This is not a fault of 
which the Conservatives usually are guilty. Nor do 
we imagine that yesterday s result furnished any ex¬ 
ception from tne general rule. Their organization 
seldom suffers in this regard. *TTie same cannot al¬ 
ways be said of the Liberals; hut their successful as¬ 
sault upon the Government on this occasion obviously 
was the result of a determined effort to restore the 
party's fortunes, which, for the brief space of three 
years, had been in eclipse as far as legislative rep¬ 
resentation was concerned. 

For forty-three years prior to 1925 a Liberal 
Government had been in office in Nova Scot?a and. 
with the exception of a short period, ever since Con¬ 
federation. Nor was the defeat of the Liberal Ad¬ 
ministration three years ago very difficult to under¬ 
stand. The Times pointed out on that occasion that 
the decisive verdict against the Armstrong regime was 
not intended as an indication of any change in the 
political complexion of the province, I bat campaign 
very largely was fought on the question of Mari- 
YfflSe'Rjghts. Little attention was paid by the electors 
to the n\nerous matters solely within provincial juris¬ 
diction. BuN*they were vitally concerned in the 
major issue and they defeated the Government in 
order that the Administration at Ottawa might know 
that the time for action had arrived. Since then a 
number of reforms which the Duncan Commission— 
appointed by the King Government—recommended 
have been, put into operation with satisfactory results. 

The striking feature about the Government’s nar¬ 
row escape from defeat yesterday is that such a 
complete reversal of public sentiment should have taken 
place so shortly after the new Administration had 
assumed office with one of the largest majorities ever 
piled up in a provincial general election. It proves 
in the most convincing manner that Nova Scotia has 
not really wavered in its adherence to the principles 
of Liberalism. It furnishes ample proof, moreover, 
that the explanation of the events of 1925 lay, as 
The Times pointed out. not in any complaint which 
the people of the province had against the Liberal 
regime of that time, hut in what they considered was 
a lack of consideratiob of their just grievances by 
the authorities at Ottawa. Nor is it any secret that 
the Federal Conservative Party in Nova Scotia has 
lost a good deal of its ground. 

Another interesting point about yesterday's verdict 
is that a short time ago Hon. R. B. Bennett, leader 
of the Federal Conservative Party, conducted an 
intensive speaking tour of the Maritime Provinces and 
paid special attention to Nova Scotia, obviously hav¬ 
ing in mind the approaching provincial contest. In

■Columbia lumber, eras the subject ..of 
an address before the Comox District 
Canadian Club on Prlday evening by 
T. Fukuma, Japanese Consul-General 
at Vancouver. 

Mr. Fukuma pointed out that the 
lumber Importations of Japan in 1927 
were valued at 851,866.000. of which 
hinety per cent ciune. from North 
America Importations, from the United 
8 tat«s have been stationary for some 
years, but the Canadian mlllfr have en¬ 
joyed great development fn exports to 
Japan. 

"It is interesting to note the growth 
of Canadian lumber exports to ->apan 
during recent years, particularly in 
comparison with JJtose of the United 
8 tates. In 1925 Canadas export was 
only one-thirtieth of that of the 
United dates*, whereas In 1927 it was 
one-sixth. Of Japan s total imports in 
1925 Canada supplied one-fortieth..

•Hemlock is whiter than Japanese 
Toga, also lighter, softer and easier to 
work on. and it expands but does not 
warp.
